„An compliance with an act of the last General As- 
sembly, authorising the Executive to appoint a com. 
AMisstoner to Attend the Legislature of Kentucky, for 
the purpose of adjusting the difference between the two 
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safes relative to Walker’s line, Parry W. Hum- 
phreyss Esquire, was appointed. and as I deem it ne- 
essary to lay the wiole correspondence, with the do- 
cuments connected therewith, before your Honorable 
Body, E will Just remark, at this time, that the mis- 
sion resultedina total disagreement on the part of 
Kentucky to the propositions made by the state .of 
Tennessee : antl as thro act subsequently passed by the 
Legislature of that state, was not bottomed on any of 
the provisions contained in the laws of this state, I ber 
leave to refer your Honorable Body, for explanation 
ofthe transaction to my circular letter addressed to 
(ie members ofthe last General Assembly, which is 
prefixed to the laws of Kentucky. Much time has 
been consumed and considerable expence incurred by. 
endeavoring to adjust thistmatter, hitherto without ef- 
feet. I cannot, however, tinder present circumstan- 
es hesitate to say, in my opinion, that the breach is 
lessened by the proposition made by Kentucky: in 
‘which it is proposed, that Walkers line shall be the 
tstablisbed boundary between the two states. from 
where it strikes Tennessee river to the mouth of G- 
bed’s river. Hence, there appears little reason to 
doubt, that, if you shoukd deemit expedient to close 
with the prsposition of Kentucky and ask the adop- 
tion of Walkers line from the mouth. of Obed’s river 
t Cumberland Gap, it would be acceded to 3 which 
would quiet the inkabitants of both states, who reside 
hear the Jine. Gutif Kentucky should still adhere 
to her present proposition in estending the line from 
Tennessee river to the Mississippi, in the latitude of 
3 degrees and 30 minutes, it willbe forthe Legisla- 
ture to say on that.as on all other points, how far it 
tan be met on principles of justice. From the long 
Sanding and nature of this unhappy difference, I must 
suppose it to be one of thase cases in which, todo jus- 
tice to both parties, mutual concessions ought to be 
made. 

Conceiving it duoto myself, and not wholly uninte» 
tested to my fcllow citizens, I will take the liberty of

In pursuence of the act of the last-sessiou authoris

you can readily judge, liow far they are caltutate 
to promote the general welfare of the state, and thus 
Sar I entertain the highest expectations they will rès 
ceive your sanction. 
The framers of the Constitution with an eye, gene 
rally, to make the different departmonts of govern 
ment operate asa check upon each ather, haye in this 
instance seemingly associated the Legislative and Ey- 
ecutive departments, s9 far asto authorise the bead ef 
the latter te recommend to, and confer with the forme. 
But to the honor of those who laid the chief cornet 
stone of our political happiness, it is due to say, tha 
they wisely withheld the negative vote of the Berit 
in the formation oflaws and exclusively confided it t 
the discretion of the Legislature, Nosyvichstandings 
so far as my Jimited information or power may 5e use 
ful, you will always find a cheesfai co-operation in 
whatever may tend to promote the inlerost of the ot 
zens of Teunessee; aud permit me here to solicit, iz 
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return, the pleasure and advantage of your constant’ 
sid and good will. 
- For myself, I should be devoid of gratitude and ge- 
herous feeling, if Í did not act and fecl as the warm and 
decided friend of the peopic whose suffrage has not 
een more the support of my juvenile daysghan of my 
pore advanced years, I became a citizen of the state 
ita very early period of life, and my advances tow- 
ards promotion have not more than kept pace with the 
continued confidence of my fellow citizens, at whose 
call I again assume the functions of the high office I 
now fill. Andalthough conscious ofmy own incapaci- 
ty, will place my reliance on an uncring hand to guice 
methrough those arduous duties to an honorable and 
happy result to my countrymen, from whose candor 
and liberal indulgence on all former occasions, I have 
esperienced the most unlimited confidence and person- 
al rood will y to merit a continuance of which, I trust, 
will always be my polar star through life.

Your committee to whom was referred-the snbject 
of slavery, beg leave to submit the foilowing report : 

That they have had the same as well as the memori- 
als and petitions relating thereto, under consideration, 
and believe that no steps preparatory to the immediate 
o gradual emancipation of slaves, have been taken 
by this state, and that any attempt to accomplish that 
object without the use of preparatory means would be 
premature, that a premature attempt would probably 
be productive of pernicious consequences, not only to 
theslaves, but to the citizens in general. They ave 
therefore of opinion, that1i is impracticable at this 
lime to comply with that, part of ihe memorials anc pe- 
~ which pray for the gradual emancipation of 
slaves. i 

They are further of opinion, that while slavery is 
tolerated, it would hardly be possible by Jaw, to pro- 
ibit the owners of slaves, from so disposing of them 
sto occasion the separation of husbands & wives & pa- 
mts, and children, without hazarding injustice te eredi- 
ors, a sacrifice of the interest of the debtors,as well as an 
nerease of the very evil which it would be the object 
f the law to remedy. ‘Therefore they believe that it 
simpracticable and at this time to grant the prayers 
ontaine: n the memorials and petitions upon those 


The: likewise of.opinion, that a very short ex- 
rient uld prove how fruitful asource of family & 
cishbi ‘d discord and discontent, a law would be 
hich s l have for its objects, the compelling the 
asters urnish their slaves with suitable provis- 
WNS, í ng, &c. and they take pleasure in stating 
‘stl opinion, that there never was a country, 
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‘fn'which slavery was tolerated, that there was less 
-occasion for‘suth a ‘law, than in Tennessee. They 
_are therefore of opinion that the prayers of the memo. 
rial and petition upon this point, are for a law ina 
great degree useless and entirely ‘impracticable at this 
time. 

Your committee are of opinion, that such parts 
ofsaid memorial and petitions as ask this general 
assemlily ‘to uid the federdl government in devising 
and executing a plan for cofonising, in some distant 
country, the free people of color, in the United States, 
is reasonable, and for the sake of affecting the object 
which they lave'in vicw,'the comniittee have drafted 
a resolution which accompanies'this report, the adop- 
tion of which they would recommend.
